It has been escertained that in all 
industrial pursuits there is a large 
percentage of accidents that are in­ 
herent in the industry, for which 
fault cannot be placed on anyone. 


Tn Germany, where statistics have 
been carefully kept for more than 30 
¡years, it has been shown that 44 per 
cent of the accidents that accrue are 
¡due solely to the inherent risk of the 
¡industry for which no one cun be 
\ held tr sponsible. 
In 
this country 
; the statistics, so far as they have been 
j gathered, show that the percentage of 
1 accidents due to the inherent risk of 
, the industry run from 52 to 70 per 
cent. 
Under the neg lig ence liability 
I law the burden of this 40 or 50 or 
70 per cent of the accidents is carried 
by the laboring man. 
The difference between compensa­ 
tion and neg lig ence liability in the 
case of railroads and others is this: 
in neg ligence liability the railroad 
carries the burden whenever you can 
prove neg lig ence ag ainst the rail­ 
roads. 
But where you cannot prove 
negligence the laboring man carries 
the burden, and statistics show that 
in not 50 per cent of the accidents 
that occur can responsibility be fixed 
upon the railroad. 
Consequently for 
those the entire burden is carried by 
the laboring man. 
Likewise the 
burden Is carried by him and by his 
dependents when he is at fault. 
Compensation 
proceeds upon the 
theory that for every death or every 
accident there is an economic loss 
that must be borne by some one. 
It 
proceeds upon the theory of depend­ 
ency, and upon the theory that a man 
killed as a resuH of neg lig ence is just 
as dead as the man killed who has 
committed 
no neg ligence. 
It 
pro­ 
ceeds on the theory that the widow’ 
and children of the dead man are just 
as helpless and dependent when he 
was with 
fault as when he 
was 
without fault. 
It proceeds on the 
theory that it is human to err and 
that no man is strong enough, either 
mentally or physically, to be immune 
j from mistakes. 
Compensation 
pro­ 
poses instead of decreasing the rig hts 
of labor, instead of saying to rail­ 
road employees you can only recover 
in the few cases where you can prove 
. neg lig ence you shall 
recover 
every 
time there is an accident. 
It abol­ 
ishes the doctrine of neglig ence. 
It 
makes tho fact of injury and not the 
fact of neglig ence tho basis of re­ 
covery. 
It lifts from the back of la­ 
bor a large part of the great burden 
of economic loss it now carries and 
places it upon the Industry in whose 
(service the loss was incurred. 
A compensation law is a simple 
thing to understand. 
All 
in 
the 
world that it does is to say that as a 
substitute 
for neg ligence 
liability, 
where recovery is permitted only in 
a few cases, a recovery shall be per­ 
mitted In every case of accidental 
death or injury. 


It fixes that amount of recovery, 
, and carries that amount to the widow 
in her hour of distress and when her 
need is greatest. 
It carries the mon­ 
ey to the injured man when he Is fiat 
on his back and not at the end of one 
or two or three years of litigation. 
\nd it carries all of it, and not a 


quisite power to arbitrate and settle j 
all differences justly. 
And I would 
favor the making of those law’s so 
mandatory and stringent that the 
refusal of any corporation or labor 
org anization 
to submit 
to 
public \ 
adjustment of differences would not j 
be tolerated. 
We would not then be 
confronted, as w’e were in the prin - 1 
cipal cities of this state a few months 
with the absolute refusal of a great 
public utility corporation to submit 
to just and 
equitable 
arbitration. 
The principle of permanent provision 
for arbitration is spreading fast, and 
should be encouraged. 


I ag ree with the Hon. Wm. C. Red- 
lield, who in a recent speech at De-1 
troit on “ The New’ Industrial Day’ 
said: ‘I do not approve the act of any 
man or men who would deny to an­ 
other the right to work at any lawful 
» ecu(pation 
wthen. 
where, and 
for 
whatever wage he will. 
Still less do 
I approve the continuous making of 
profits where wages or working con-i 
ditions exist that cramp the manhood j 
or degrade the w’omanhood or stunt 
the childhood of our land. 
1 recall 
no policy ever avowed by labor that I 
is a worse offense than 
the 
sweat 
shop. 
To accept dividends or profits 
out of human conditions that prevent 
a decent living is quite as bad as, j 
perhaps worse than, to demand a 
closed shop.

carr ies the burden whenever you can 
prove 
negligence a g a i n st 
the ra il­ 
roads. 
Bu t where you cannot prove 
negligence the laboring man carries 
the burden, and statistics show t h a t 
in not 50 per cent of the acc id en ts 
th a t occur can responsibility be fixed 
upon the railroad. 
Consequently for 
those the entire burden is carried by 
the 
laboring man. 
Li kew ise the 
burden is carried by him and by his 
dependents when he is at fault. 
Compensation 
proceeds upon 
the 
theory that, for every death or every 
accident there is an economic loss 
that mu st be born e by some one.

proceeds upon the theory of depend­ 
ency, and upon the theory that a man 


profits where wages or working con-i 
ditions exist that cramp the manhood} 
or de grade the womanhood or stu nt 
the childhood of our land.

A compensation law 
Is a simple 
t h i n g to understand.

world that it does is to say that as a 
substitute 
for negligence 
liability, 
where recovery is permitted only in 
a few cases, a recovery shall be per­ 
mitted in every case of accidental 
death or injury. 


It fixes that amount of recovery, 
, and ca rr ie s that amou nt to the widow 
in her hour of distress and when her 
need is greatest. 
It carr ies the mon­ 
ey to the injured man when he is fiat 
on his back and not at the end of one 
or two or three years of litigation. 
And it carries all of it, and not a 
j fourth or a third, as under negli- 
gi nce-liability laws. 
Compensation 
is 
a 
remedy 
that 
every civilized nation of the earth 
: save the United s t a t e s has adopted. 
Fourteen states of the Union have 
already adopted 
it and eight more 
ha vt 
named commissioners to pre- 
i in* compensation measures for adop­ 
tion. 


T h e law or negligence is hard, it 
is unjust, it is cruel in its opera­ 
tion. 
The law of compensation pro­ 


c e e d s upon broad hum a n ita ria n prin­ 
ciples. 
It gays that when a man has 
been injured in an industry he is a 
soldier in that industry, and the in­ 
dustry must tatke care of him to some 
extent. 
And so, 
following legisla ­ 
tion on the subject in Wisconsin and 
some other states, the state of Min­ 
nesota largely through the efforts of 
your own “ Billy” McEw en has en act­ 
ed an 
employes 
compensation 
act, 
which gives compensation to the in­ 
jured laborer, or to the family of the 
one who is killed, without regard to 
the question of negligence. 
The law 
will go into effect the first of next 
month. 
It may not be all that it 
should he, or all that the laboring 
I men are entitled to, but it is at least 
a step in the right direction, and, 
i doubtless, if it needs it, Ii will be 
properly amend ed as time goes on. 
IA national law, to effect laborers on 
i n t e r s t a t e railroads, etc., of similar 
import, is about to be enacted.
